The Bcnjamine Edward McGhee 


Post No. 437, American Legion of

The following statement, rules 


and regulations, etc., has been pre- 
pared for the backers of the loop:

Purdon, Texas, believing that an 
organized baseball league for the 
small boys of Navarro county will 
be of erreat benefit, not only to 
the boys but to Navarro - county 
sports as well, will endeavor to or- 
ganize and sponsor such a league 
in Navarro cou ty.

C. Scott, who as vice chairman of 
the Texas prison commission had 
been actively interested in prison 
reform, today had added his pro- 
test to what he termed the "expen- 
sive piece of patchwork" embodied 
In prison relief legislation enacted 
by the legislature. 


Dr. Scott yesterday sent his res- 


ignation from the board to Gov. 
Dan Moody, giving as bis reasons 
for resigning, pressure of private 
affairs and inability to agree with 
"controlling influences of the legis- 
lature in regard to prison reform." 


•'The legislature/1 he said, "has 


made it mandatory that much of 
the money appropriated shall go 
into permanent improvements 
at 


the old Huntsville prison and cer- 
tain farms down 
in the 
Brazos 


bottoms. 
It is obvious that 
the 


purpose is to defeat permanently 
all efforts to centralize and mod- 
ernize the prison system. 


"A considerable part of the mon- 


ey can and will be very properly 
used by the prison board to relieve 


crowding; but, from my viewpoint, 
the legislature's general plan con- 
stitutes a huge and ultimately very 
expensive 
piece 
of 
patchwork, 


which, from the standpoint of the 
state's interests, 
is unwarranted 


and 
guaranees 
inefficiency 


throughout the years to come. I 
decline to become a party to it." 


Dr. Scott is an expert on health 


conditions of the prison system.

NEW POWER PLANT 
BUILDING AT STATE 


HOME COMPLETED 


Work on the main building of the 


new power plant at the State Home 
here has been completed, it was an- 
nounced Saturday morning by G. J. 
Beaver, superintendent of construc- 
tion for the Dee Humphrey Con- 
struction company, Dallas, who had 
the contract. It cost approximate- 
ly $45,000. 


The building is the most modern 


one of its kind in Texas. It is aa 
one-story brick 38 feet six inches 
by 71 feet four inches with a clear- 
ance of 22 feet inside. The building 
is fireproof, the windows and doors 
being all steel. 
All windows arc 


operated from a single control. 


The building will house two boil- 


ers, one 350 horse power Vogt and 
one 160 horse power Heine which 
will supply power and heat for the 
entire home. There are two long 
tunnels, one 331 and the other 335 
feet, in addition to the branch tun- 
nel connecting the power plant with 
the buildings on the campus. The 
two long: tunnels are so construct- 
eld that a man can walk through 
them to make any repairs that may 
become necessary. 


Gas is used as fuel for the boil- 


ers and they are also equipped with 
oil burners in case of an emergen- 
cy. The boilers are now being in- 
stalled and the work will be com- 
pleted as rapidly as possible. 


De.Witt and Washburn of Dallas 


were architects for 
the ' building 


and WhiteseJle Brick and Lumber 
company, Corsicana furnished the 
material. 


Work is, progressing rapidly on 


the converting of the 
old dining 


hall at the Home into a dormitory. 
Repairs will also be made on the 
superintendent's home and on the 
store building at the institution. 
Piano are being drawn for a 


new dairy at" the Home and bids 
will probably'be asked on them in 
June. Other construction work is 
also being planned at the institu^ 
tlon. 


A large amount of construction 


work has been done and is being 
planned at the Home since J. S. 
Halley has been made superintend- 
ent of the institution. Mr. Halley 
is deeply interested in the progress 
of the Home and has presented the 
needs of the Home so forcibly to 
the board of control that he- has 
ben able to secure much of the 
needed construction and repairs.

church, Mr. Corn spoke at length 
on "Organizing for New Program 
of Evangelism," in which he de- 
fined evangelism and revival, and 
differentiated between 
mass and 


personal evangelism. 


Discussing personal evangelism, 


the speaker explained that much 
effective work for the church can 
be done through personal contact, 
by everyone, everywhere. He stress- 
ed the importance and rising need 
of churches giving classes in evan- 
gelism, and said they should be 
given most importance in church 
school work. "When individuals be- 
gin to win souls for Christ," the 
speaker continued, "the church as 
a whole catches the fire of the 
spirit and much effective 
work 


la accomplished." 
Should Keep People in Church 
Mr. Corn deal at length on the 


Importance of keeping 
people in 


churc work after they have been 
converted, and 
quoted 
statistics 


showing that is one Texas church, 
•where 600 people"were converted in 
a year, only 200 joined that church. 


Speaking on the youth of today, 


Mr. Corn said that it is easier to 
convert 10 children and young peo- 
ple than it is to convert one old- 
er person. He cited statistics show- 
ing that only 3 per xent of the 
children converted ever become bad 
sinners, whereas 75 per cent of the 
hardened sinners fail to continue 
their good living. 


In conclusion, the speaker declar- 


ed that in order to win the young 
people to Christ, young people must 
take the lead in tho work through 
personal evangelism. 


In a round table ^discussion, it 
was brought out that most people 
are brought to Christ through rec- 
ommedation of others, and after 
an evangelistic 
service 
laymen 


should talk to other laymen about 
their 
salvation. It was emphasiz- 


ed that in revivals a few of the 
church's most faithful 
members 


should be called together and make 
plans for extensive personal evan- 
gelistic work. 


New Century Service. 


Dr. G. O. McMillin of Tehuacan- 


na, discussed the new century ser- 
vice, and explained how, when, and 
why pay it. Briefly outlining the 
new century service, the speaker 
said it is a new name for financial 
assessments, taken from beginintf 
a new century in Methodist Protest- 
ant church work. The object of the 
movement, he declared, is to get 
more money in order to make the 
church's foreign and home mission 
work more effective. 


Mr. McMfllin pointed out that the 


fund is used to care for superan- 
nuated 
preachers, 
old 
people's 


homes, orphans homes, the church's 
educational institutions, and local 
conference work. 


The speaker outlined 
various' 


methods of raising 
the required 


amount of money, and stressed fais- 
ing it through self denial of-luxur- 
ies. He suggested that the Sunday 
school departments relieve the pas* 
tor of the responsibility of raising' 
the money. 


O. W. Milburn, 
of Tehuacana, 
spoke pn, "Our Church Extension 
Needs." Opening his remarks, the 
speaker pointed out that a church 
in a Texas city credits its effect- 
ive work to .the organization of Its 
city and community churches. He 
said this 
church 
established a 


church in a large city, and then 
surrounded it with smaller church- 
es in outlying communities, so that 
people moving to town could have 
good church affiliations 
in their 
new locations. 


With this organization In mind, 


he went on, our church extension 
work needs people to aid in extend- 
ing the border of our 
activities, 


which requires money 
to build 


more churches. "We 
need 
more 


churches in cities," de declared. 


Explaining methods of extending 


the church's field of activities, and 
building more churches in cities of 
larger population. Mr. McMillin de- 
calred that if other churches help 
build a church in one city each 
year and follow this plan for suc- 
ceeding years, the Methodist Pro- 
testant church will see a new era 
of effective work. 


After announcing the 
program 


for the afternoon session. Rev. L. 
D. Shivers, district chairman, of 
Wortham dismissed the meeting.

and Representative Garner of Tex- 
as, dmeocratio leader in the house, 
while representative Byrns of Ten- 
nessee, delivered an address over 
the National 
Broadcasting" com- 


pany chain,' in reply to a recent 
similarly delivered spech by Sena- 
tor Fees of Ohio, defending the ad- 
ministration, 


Carraway seized upon 
a recent 
message from the president to the 
Maine state republican convention 
in which the chief executive said 
the administration record justified 
the continued confidence 
of the 


people and said It "made one doubt 
whether to smile or grieve." 


The senator asserted that if Mr. 


Hoover is not aware of the utter 
collapse of the administration, both 
legislative and administrative, he is 
the only intelligent person who is 
not. 


Garner asserted that "there had 


not been a congress in the last fif- 
ty years that has not done better" 
than the present one, listing as its 
accomplishmets the 
passage 
of 


farm relief, congressional reappor- 
tlonment and tax reduction legis- 
lation. 


Bryns centered his attack upon 
the tariff bill. 


"At this time," he said, "it ap-

Mr. Strong devoted most of hisjf 


talk to an attack on the ''liquor-^ 
Jtes" and a plea for equal privileg- 
es for those Democrats who de- 
serted 
Ihe 
party's 
presldental 


standard bearer in 1928. 


"I have no criticism to make of 


the Democrat who sincerely 
be- 


lieved he was pledged to vote for 
Governor Smith 
as the 
regular 


nominee for the party," the candi- 
date said. 
"He did his duty 
as 


viewed from his standpoint, and 
does not deserve to be censored by 
anyone. 


''There are other Democrats who 
?. 


just as sincerely believed that Gov. 
Smith repudiated his party's plat- 
form and refused 
to defend the. 


principles of his party throughout 
the campaign, but to the contrary 
advocated principles directly an- 
tagonistic to his party declarations. 
Those Democrats sincerely 
felt 


this action of Governor Smith 
re- 


leased them from any obligation 
whatever of voting for him. I be- 
lieve a great majority of both fac- 
tions was entirely sincere there- 
fore I do not believe cither faction 
should undertake to discipline the 
other in trying to read those out 
of the party who have been fight- 
ing the battles of Democracy for 
many years."

three banks into one huge 
institution with assets of $2,-

This merger would give 


New York City the largest 
bank in the world, but the 
race will not stop there. This 
same combination is already 
talking of absorbing a large 
Brooklyn 
institution,

another large merger.

MURDER WILL OUT, 


When insurance 
experts 


begin to morry about the 
homicidal hazard, the seri- 
ous condition of society 
made more apparent than by 
any statistics which can be 
compiled or quoted. 
The 


homicide rate is so high in 
this country that every citi- 
zen is exposed to a measur- 
able risk of murder or other 
forms of sudden death at the 
hands of his neighbor. 
The 


risk is fractional, of course, 
but it is apparently sufficient 
to be included in the calcu- 
lations of those whose busi- 
ness is fonded on mortality 
tables. 


Among many 
startling 


discoveries of the statistician 
in the ease, Dr. Frederick L. 
Hoffman, is the marked dis- 
proportfbn between Ameri- 
can cities and their equival- 
ent in other nations. 
De- 


troit's rate, for example, is 
more than five times that of 
Windsor, which lies just 
across the river in Canada. 
The national homcide rate is 
easily the 
highest in the 


world. 
Moreover, it is in- 


creasing and has apparent- 
ly doubled within thirty 
years, in which- this investi- 
gator has made his studies 
and annual reports. 


The collector of these fig- 


ures considers also 
their 


cause, as must all those who 
mark these mounting totals 
of murder. He blames pro- 
hibition, the mutual extermi- 
nation of gang warfare, the 
unassimilated- alien and the 
national weakness for dead- 
ly weapons. These are fa- 
miliar charges; others of his 
conclusions are more unex- 
pected. 
He finds, for in- 


stance, that the reputations 
of such cities as New York 
and Chicago are not alto- 
gether deserved; the homi- 
cide rate of the former is con- 
siderably below the national 
average, and that of the 
Western city is only a little 
above it. He notes that cap- 
ital punishment has not prov- 
ed a deterrent to homicide, 
according to the record. But 
these are details 
and 
the 


principal charge remains— 
that this nation is not only 
careless of human life as re- 
vealed by the accident rec- 
ord but also exceptionally 
cursed with those who take 
life with criminal intent. It 
is a serious indictment found- 
ed on facts and figures, and

tial paralysis. 


Doran said

shrewd bootlegger had devised 
a 


"scheme to get rich quick" 
and 


had distributed large amounts ot 
the concoction. He said it was put 
up in the same sort of bottles as 
Jamacia ginger and that the first 
taste was like Jamacia ginger, but 
after another one or two, the flav- 
or would be carbolic acid or creo- 
sote. 
Ho • said 
there 
was 
just 


enough ginger in it to give it 
a 


predominant ginger flavor. 


The 
commissioner 
said 
tnere 


were three focal points of distri- 
bution for the concoction and that 
two of them centered in St. Louis 
and Cincinnati. 


A liking for "a hot, biting drink," 


Doran said, made the ''sheep dip 
cocktail" a favorite in some South- 
ern and Southwestern states. He 
said that the tests of the samples 
indicated there was as much as 80 
or 90 per cent alcohol in some of 
the lots.

The task facing those who 


attempt to gauge the pro- 
gress of business just now is 
no easy one, judging from 
reports of the Federal Re- 
serve Board. 


February trade statistics 


show a spread of over 11 per 
cent 
in department store 


sales in different sections of 
the country, ranging from 
declines of more than 5 per 
cent to increases of over 6 
per cent. 


These statistics do not re- 


veal the variation as between 
stores in the same locality, 
but it is safe to assume that 
the spread there is even wid- 
er. 
That is, while there is 


little variation between com- 
munities, states and sections, 
there are in each community 
some enterprises that had in- 
creased sales in 
February 


and others that show great 
losses in comparison with 
the corresponding month in 
former years. 


Of the 491 department

The American delegation them- 


selves are not taking any promi- 
nent part in the negotiations, the 
most important phase of which at 
present is the attempt of the Brit- 
ish delegation to furnish France 
sufficient guarantee 
of security 


v/ithout involving their 
govern- 
ment in any military commitments. 


Whatever this involves, wether 
re-statement of British obligations 
already contained in the league of 
nations convenant or a new Medit- 
erraneant pact of mutual security, a 
major promise upon which it un- 
doubtedly will be built is the Amer- 
ican attitude in the event it is nec- 
essary ever to bring its provisions 
into force. 


Authoritative 
information 
was 


given yesterday that no offer has 
been made by the American dele- 
gation to enter a consultative pact 
of any sort; that If such a pact 
is agreed to it will not be broad as 
the four power Pacific ocean treaty 
reached in the 1922 Washington 
conference, and that such a pact 
will be considered only after the 
French alims for security 
have 


been satisfied elsewhere. 


The French idea is believed here
